ATTEMPT TO BLOCK 
SALT LAKE ROAD. 


Harriman Syndicate's Millions 
Back of the Oregon Short Line— 
Latter H iy 15 Work.

ALT LAKE (Utah,) April 8.—[Exclusive Dispatch. ] 
The most daring move in the history of Utah 
railroading was made here today by the Oregon Short 
Line, back of which are the Harriman eyndicate's 
millions. The movement had for its purpose, it is 
said, the throttling of the San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake road, promoted by Senator W. A. Clark of 
Montana and his Los Angeles and Salt Lake asso- 
ciates. There is fear here that it may succeed, even 
though it gives direct communication by rail between 
the two cities. There is no local objection tothe Short 
Line pushing on to the Coast, but there would be gen- 
eral regret at seeing the San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake enterprise killed. 

Briefly, this is the situation: Quietly, and before 
anyone on the outside was aware of it, the Oregon 
Short Line commenced work at Uvada, the Utah- 
Nevada line terminus of the Utah and Pacific Rail- 
road, built two years ago by A. W. McCune. This 
piece of road is 100 miles long, aud was bought by the 
Harriman syndicate ten days ago for $1,300,000. At 


the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake enterprise, 
which had succeeded in frightening the Harriman 
people into action. 

Their earnestness is chown in the fact that they 
commenced work early Sunday morning. Every man 
that could be gt at the time in so remote a section 
was 2 to work.

SUPREME COURT “LEAK.”

DUE TO ‘IGNORANCE. 


Assessment of Firemen Was not In- 
tended as Compulsory and Now the 
Whole Matter Has Been Dropped.

Ani 
traveling backward in our tor 
causes though the chain of we 
reach a nal cause that is not an et- 
fect. The whole universe is the effect 
of some cause. That cause is God. 

“Now the point that I wish to bring 
out is that in the wooderful activity of 
| the human inteliect there is a tendency 

today to undermine the very principies 
of knowledge, to deny a first cause, or 
to deciare t a cause cannot be 
known.

VICIDE IN ANAHEIM

CHARLES BOBRICK SENDS A BUL-

Deputy Coroner F. A. Bac 
wired her this morning and she en- 
swered to ship the body East if the 
expense would not be too great; other- 
wise to bury here and she would pay. 

Bobrick had been a hard drinker for 
many years. The Coroner held an in- 
quest. The jury's verdict was in ac- 
cordance with the facts.
